Conditions under which the Mortis 
Canal should be abandoned went <tts- 
ouafted by the New Jersey ,(3via Feder¬ 
ation at the Free Public Library Rotor, 
day night. The sentiment of the 
member* of the organisation was 
exp ro — d ta the adoption of the follow- 
teg resolutions: 

*' Whereas, From the charter of the 
Mortis Canal and Banking* Company It 
appears that the eorpotaUoe has by Be 
own set forfeited the eights end 
privileges granted to It by that charter; 
therefore, be It 

“ Resolved, That we favor each 
action by the attorney-general or by 
the Legislature, or both. If need be, as 
will In view of the specific condition in 
the charter protect the Interests of the 
State in the determining and aettlscuoat 
of thin question. 

" Resolved, That tbe State should 
oompel tbs Morris Canal and Baaktfeg 
Company to adopt oue of two alterna¬ 
tives : Either that It should carry out ' 
the conditions of the charter and 
operate the canal to the end of Its 
corporate Life, or, If It finds the opera¬ 
tion burdensome, it should anticipate 
the time at which the property should 
revert to the State in the same way as 
It would be obliged to do in 1924. 

"Resolved, That If the uses of tbe 
canal as a waterway be aboqdoned, the 
following principles os observed: First; 
that tbe reversion of New Jersey be 
not sold. Second, that no rights be sold. 
The purpose of the acquisition of sueh 
rights having failed, they should revert 
to the original owners, and the present 
hlgk- water levels of the lakes should 
be maintained. Third, If tbe sanal bed 
be used for railroad purposes, the per- 
mission for euoh use should be treated 
as a new franchise, to be limited In 
duration and to be adequately taxed. 
Fourth, that the rights of the State In 
tbe tidewater properties be conserved 
for the benefit of the State.” 

Jortlandt Parker, Sr., who Is much 
Interested In the problem of perpetuat¬ 
ing tbe waterway or conserving the 
State and Individual rights In oaae of 
Ita abandonment, was the principal 
speaker. He urged the preparation of 
a bill to be presented to the next ses¬ 
sion of the Legislature, and said: 

"Thl* bill should provide that the 
Governor shell call at otiee on the 
attorney-general to Institute proofed- 
logs against the Morris flaws! wad 
Backlog Company sod the Twhlgfa 
Valley Railroad Company with the 
object of forcing sn abandonment of 
the waterway, eeoarlog the property to 
the State, and protecting It ae a high¬ 
way to those districts It would benefit. 

" Tbe Lehigh Valley Railroad Com¬ 
pany, leasee of the canal, has deliber¬ 
ately and for purely selfish purposes 
allowed the waterway to become In a 
sorry state of disrepair. Tbe whole 
reason for the leasing of the canal by 
this corporation was ta <j|h$ke more 
profit by not using It. WKFftre these 
people? Are they residents of New 
Jersey? No. They are a Pennsylvania 
corporation, with no right fen our own 
State to do anything Uks thin. What Is 
the situation of -a foreign corporation 
In this State? It la simply subject to 
tbe will of New Jersey.

A joint committee of Pfttereocr city 
officials sod taxpayers gave ft hearing on 
Saturday night of last wefih to civil 
engineers from various pUc-a on the 
question of sewerage. The object of 
the committee wan to ascertain whether 
or not a local disposal method was not 
preferable to the proposed trunk sewer 
In the Passaic River vei|ey. Several 
civil engineers were given a bearing, 
among them A. H. OlBlWd, formerly 
town engineer here, but now of Atlanta, 
Georgia. Mr. Olmsted came north in 
r«apofise to a telegram frofcn tbe com¬ 
mitted saying they would bf pleased to 
hear him. All the engineRrs Including 
Mr. Olmsted favored lofial disposal 
methods in preference to a trunk sewer 
tkat would carry rain sewage Into New 
York Bay. 

Mr. Olmsted said that he had been 
associated with Bugtneer Herring in 
making the survey for tbe proposed 
trunk sewer for tbs Pasaaio valley, and 
for that reason was more familiar with 
tbe ftltuation here than perhaps any 
other engineer In the country. He said 
that while Identified with the trunk 
aawer in that way, he did not favor that 
plan for that olty as It would be far 
more expensive than a local disposal 
system, even If no opposition was met 
with from New York State. Besides 
being expensive It was not an up-to-date 
way of attacking tbe problem, for tbe 
reason that It would empty a large 
quantity 6f very bad sewage Into good 
water, a ad for that reason would un¬ 
doubtedly'meet wltb tbe oppoeltion of 
tbe authorities controlling tbe waters 
of New tfork Bay, and possibly tbe 
federal authorities as well. 

He said that a much better plan would 
be to construct a local disposal plant. 
Tber9 was plenty of land In tbe vicinity 
of Patersoni on which such a plant could 
be advantageously located, the sewage
